Reduction Explained. 


The unexpected announcement by 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company 
yesterday, that they intended to 
reduce the Joent price of Shell 
petrol by 10 cents per gallon, the 
new prices to come into operation 
from to-day, was explained to o 
Telegraph representative — this 
morning by Mr. H. K. Prosser, of 
the A.P.C., when ho denied that it 
was the start of a “price war.’ 
He said that the reduction was 
purely the result of a very dis- 
turbed market and the influence of

UNEMPLOYMENT 
BE CURED? 


National - development, the 
Liberal cure for unemployment, has 
recently come in for considerable 
criticiam as being not onty a costly 
process, but one which is unlikely 
to solve the problem. In his  re- 
cent outline of policy, Mr. Lloyd 
George sugested the flotation of a 
loan of £250,000,000. for develop- 
ment purposes, but the idea docs. 
not uppear to have won any wide- 
spread approval. Previous to this, 
Libera! journals had been in the 
habit of mentioning £100,000,000 
na the figure, but seemingly Mr. 
Lloyd George is inclined to make 
his proposal as impressive as pos- 
sible by more than doubling this 
sum, He has not, however, yet seen 
fit to indicate in very specific terma 
how this huge-sum would be spent. 
The schome, in a general way, would 
no doubt follow the lines outlined in 
the Liberal Yellow Book, of which 
so much was heard ut the Just Gen- 
eral Election. Entitled “We Can 
Cure Unemployment," it represent- 
ed the Liberal pelicy on this vexed 
probleth, but the electorate’s — pes- 
ponse to it could hardly be deserib- 
vd as encouraging. 

One of the critics of Mr. Lloyd 
George's latest’ proposal suggests 
that there is room for some work 
of national development, but says 
that very little of a remunerative 
character has 8o far been indicated, 
He thinks that all that is necessary 
could be met -from revenue instead 
of by incurring fresh debts.

suffering surface of Regent-street, 

It is very strange: this com- 
parative negligence of the moat

He ia so terribly cool when he 
in stepping off those exculators In 
the tubes, which to the country- 
mun are either magic stafrways of 
enchantment or wild beasts drag- 
ying him into the maw of destruc- 
tion.

EIGHTH DAY OF WEEK! 


Diserimination In trentment waa 
alleged ayainat 0 European warder 
by Convict No. 1614, named Tre 
Stu-chung, at the Polleé Court 
thia morning when the henring 
waa reaumed of the case in which 
he is charged with maiming and 
disabling Mr. Bert , Plumb, on 
Acting Principal.

Osaka, Nov. 25. 

Mr. Inouye, the Minister of Fin. 
ance, addressing five hundred 
bankers from Western Japan,‘ re- 
viewed Japan’s finances and 
economic conditions, 

He snid that the task of ‘pre- 
paring next year's budget was be- 
set with diflicultics (owing to 
diminished revenue, but he would 
avoid recourse to loans and would 
secure a balanced budget by rigid 
economy in expenditure and an’ 
overhaul of the Government’s ad- 
ministrative and fiscal systems. 

Mr. Inouye pointed out a num- 
ber of recent factors tending to- 
wards ‘improvement in the stabili- 
sation of prices both at home and 
abroad, instancing the recovery of 


‘| the security market in Japan aid 


the improvement of copper and 
sugar prices abroad. 

Tho Minister emphasised the

at the Kowloon Magistracy yeater- 
day afternoon, in which Li Hi, 9 
Chinese, employed as a pantry boy 
on the Empress of ‘Japan, was 
charged by Revenue Officer Tallon 
with having been in posression of 
9020 cigarettes on which duty had 
not been paid, on November 19. 

Mr. F. 11, Loseby, appearing for 
the defendant, -ndmitted that’ his 
Hent had committed a breach -of 
the ordinance in that he had im- 
ported cignrottcs Into the Colony, 
but, at the same time he submitted 
that the defendant used- to sell 
cigarettes to the stecrage passené 
gera nnd crow om the Empress of 
Jopan, and he. had bought these 
cigarettes in Hongkong before the 
veasol sailed on her trip, and the 
cigarettes, which formed the sub- 
ject of the charge, were the re- 
mainder of the originnl lot, 

The ovidence for the prosecu- 
tion was that on November 19, at 
3 pm, two Chinese Revenue OM- 
cers brought.to the Imports and E 
ports OMice a coolfe woman carry- 
ing two baskets, which, when ex- 
amined, contained 9620 cigarettes. 
The defondant accompanied the 
party and said that the cigarettes 
belonged to him. The defendant 
had told the Revenue ‘Officer, that 
he had bought some of the 
clgarettes in Shanghai. Revenuc 
Officer Tallon, in reply to Mr. 
Loseby, said that if anybody want- 
ed to bring cigarettes ashore, they 
had to be brought to Him first and 
the. duty on them pal. Defendant 
was arrested nt the bottom of the 
gangway. 

Bought In Hongkong. 

Defendant said that he wis u 
pantry boy on board the Empress 
of: Japan and had been employed 
by the C.P.R. for 20. years. He 
sold cigarettes to steerage passen- 
gers und the crew on the vessel, 
When the vessel arrived in Hong- 
kong. he very often had a sub- 
stitute to act for him until the 
ship went to Manila and back, and 
he re-joined the ship on its aor- 
rival in Hongkong. On the last 
trip his cabin was being altered, 
and he had to bring a!l hia belong- 
ings ashore. It was while bring- 
ing them ashore that he was_ ar- 
rested, He bought 27,000 
cigarettes in Hongkong before the 
ship sailed on her trip, and these 
were the remainder of the stock. 
He had no intention of selling the 
ciarettes in the Colony. He 
would have taken then on board 
when the ship arrived from 
Manila. Je did not Uhink it neces- 
sary to pay duty a second time on 
them, beeniiae the duty on them 
had been paid when he bought 
them from i firm, He admitted 
buying some of the cigarettes in 
Shanghai, and he said he was 
going to take them to the Imports 


‘and Exports otilts to pay-duty—onz 


them.whon he was arrested, 

The master of thesPo Lan-sang 
tobacco firm said that defendant 
had bought a large stock of cig- 
ireltes from his shop in Soptem- 
per. z 

Revenue Officer Tallon said that 
he had been instructed to ask for 
maximum penalty because 
smuggling in the Colony was ram-

envisioned the possibilities of 
Hongkong harbour and city. To 
them at the outact there was but 
thia expanse. of almost Iand-locked 
water and this island bare of all but 
that which nature had’ provided. 
But through eyes to which racial 
charncterlatics and tendenctes had 
given clarity of vision, and through 
faith in the, soundness of the con- 
ceptions which-that vision inspired, 
they saw this. harbour and this 
{sland transformed into some ap- 
proximation of what we see to-lay, 
Their vision, thelr falth and that 
to which these led them have placed 
ihe British Empire deeply {n their 
debt, 


But even beauty of Jocation, 
viston and faith sro insufficient in 
themxe]ves. And #0 4 fourth im- 
pression Is that here we have In 
this great transformatlon another 
jllustration of the constructive 
genius,of the British people. It in 
evidenced in the beauty, symmetry 
and sheer magnifice of the broad 
design of your city's physiend de- 
velopment. It is reflected In the 
locntion, contour-and perfection of 
the roadways over which our party 
has been driving. It finds further 
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expresston in the ordor and cleanli- 
ness of the city to-day and fn the 
extent and varicty of building that 
fg under way, even in a time of 
world wide depression. - ° 

Nor are_ the ovidences con 
structive genius confined to thdse 
that are obviously of British initia- 
lve. Those who have come from 
China to make their homes in this 
Colony have very evidently contri- 
buted their quota to its-physical 
construction, Thus we seo in your 
composite architecture a blending 
and Interapersing of the afchitec- 
tural Idens nnd tendencies of. these 
two'Kreat races. | 


Trade and Commerce. 


Such 4 eclty and the number and 
variety of sencraft in Its harbour 
are fn’ themselves a reminder that 
Hongkong has been built up through 
the development and expanaion of 
trade and commerce. And so our 
fifth impression fs a realization that 
here {is ‘the outstanding distribut- 
Ing point for that vast arca loosely 
known 8 South China. The 
feography of hor location and the 
safety and breadth of her harbour 
have made this port the cross roads 
of the Orient. Here trade and nea- 
craft converge from every direction, 
‘Thia we knew in advance by the 
stories of others; but our visit In 
person has impressed it in large 
letters upon our minds, 

The sixth and Inst {mpression I 
ahull mention has to do with the 
Empire aspeets’ of trade. our

Motherland of Great. - Britain hns 
beon the pioncer of British trade, 
through this port and South China. 
Ono after another soveral other 
parts of our far flung Empire have 
followed in Great Britain's foot- 
stops. ‘Thus Canada too has come 
to trade with Hongkong and 
through [t with South China. 


Great Britain, Canada and other 
purts of the Empire, ench has. her 
own individual trade intercat to 
serve; but cach ia intercéted in the 
expansion of tho trade of all other 
component. parts. Therefore, I 
know thnt residents of this Colony 
have viewed with pleasure tho 
rapid expansion in recent years of 
Canada's trade with Hongkong and 
other parts of the Orient. 

It may not be nmiss to recall the 
stutisticnl record of that ¢ trade. 
Canada’s exports tq Japan have in- 
creased from a peak of G$1,000,000 
In pre-war years to an annual aver- 
age of Gold$30,000,000 for the past 
five years. Our exports to China 
have incrensed in the same period 
from a peak of Gold$260,000 to an 
average of G$20,000,000; thnse to 
Hongkong from a penk_ of. 
$760,000 to G$2,000,000. Thur 
our grand total of exports to 
Japan, China and Hongkong have 
increased from a peak of G&L,000,- 
000 in pre-war years to an annual

Todny Canada stands in fifth 
place among the nations of the 
world alike in imports, exports and 
aygerognte trade. On w per capita 
basis our new position is even 
hivyher—Gfth in imports, third in 
exports, fourth in aggregate trade 
and second in favourable trade 
balnnee. 

We in Canada are beginning to 
realize the true import of what hus 
been taking: place in China during 
the past two decades. For a long 
time our minds were confused and 
our outlook was obscured by the 
very number and variety of political 
and other developments here. But 
we have now come to regard these, 
not a8 signs of weakness and pos- 
sible disinteyration, but as symobls 
of growth and expansion, as fore- 
runners of a great and varied trans- 
formation. . 

We realize now. that China is at- 
tempting in a few decades a series 
of changes fo vast and so varied 
aacto mve ‘taken most-other-nations- 

s many centuries, One hears loose 
talk of a great movement or re 
volution being under way in Chinn. 
But such fa in reality cat least 
fivefold—political, social, educa- 
tional, ceonomic and physical. It 
took Great Britain four centuries 
to meet and withstand the succes- 
sive shocks of so great and varied a 
change. 

But Chine has-had the advantage 
of 6,000 years of history, ¢x- 
perience, philosophy and literature. 
To such a country a quarter of a 
century or even a half is,but a pasa- 
Ing phase. It must be followed by 


an ert of economic expansion to 
which the political developments of 
recent years are but a prelude. 


Mutunl Needs, ©: 


For that new era China will re- 
quire many commodities in which 
sho js naturally deficient and she, 
in turn, will have for export an In- 
crensing volume and varicty of 
goods that other countries Inck. -It 
is partly in anticipation of this new 
ern that our delegation has como 
to China and “Hongkong. We .re- 
present o nation that from a trade 
standpoint fs a complement of China 
and Hongkong rather than a com- 
petitor. To an unique degree 
Canada’s natural resources and 
linea of development are diferent 
from those of. these two countries. 
Cannda’s exports are mainly in such 
goods-ns these -territories are im- 
porting and will import in. grenter 
volume and variety, in coming 
years—foodstuffa, minerals, forest 
products, and manufactured 
goods, For each of these, China 
nnd Hongkong have requirements 
far and above their domestle pro- 
duction.

turn is lack- 
certain — commoditics 
that are indigenous to 
China, including many that are 
exported through Hongkong. .'Thits 
our Trade Delegation is studying 
the possibility of both Import and 
export trade with these two ter- 
ritorics. 

Thia Trade Mission and others 
that Canada has sent or will send 
to other nations will serve a useful 
service quite onpart from _ thelr 
economic. uspeet. Internntional 
misunderstanding and — friction 
ustally haa its beginning in lack of 
underatandIng, “To know folly {fs 
to understand fully.” - The exten- 
sion of international trade involves 
the widening of personal contacts. 
These in turn promote international 
understanding and — international 
confidence. Thua while the various 
Trade Missions of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce have an 
economic purpose only, they have 
an inevitable bi-product in the 
providing of ndded accurity for 
international peace. 

Again ‘let me thank you most 
warmly for al] your kindnesses and 
the exquisite character of your hos- 
pitality. to-night.—( Applause). .

Spenking on behalf of the Chin- 
ese community of Hongkong, the 
Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall extended 
a warm Welcome to the members 
of the Mission, saying that they 
had come as brothers and sisters.
